God save the United 
States and this honorable court.’’ 

Included, too, in this tradi- 
tional proclamation is a borkow- 
ing by the early British pleaders 
from the French Oyez, 
(hear ye) coming from the old 
French ‘‘Oyer,’’ to hear.

The Court 


There are those who do not 
“‘like’’ this court. This has al- 
ways been true. It always will 
be so. The court makes deci- 
sions. In all decisions there are 
losers.. . . the plaintiffs, the de- 
fendants . . . someone is disap- 
pointed, angry or resentful. 


Even presidents have fought 
with the court. Most historic of 
such battles, though there have 
been many, was that of Andrew 
Jackson, His dislike for the Chief 
Justice John Marshall was 
great, and bitterly vindictive. 
Half the lawyers in America 
joined Jackson in hatred. Yet 
today’s American bar reveres 
Marshall and history does well 
by him, (Let today’s partisans, 
including the bar, remember 
history. When a court deals with 
great change in a nation’s de- 
velopment, the future will write 
the real decision. And it often 
reverses contemporary popular 
opinion. } 

“First Day’’ was, as is custom- 
ary, routine. 

But “First Day’’ was the only 
easy, brief session the October 
term will know. A most diverse 
set of legal problems will come 
before the court. Let’s look at 
a few. One involves a dead In- 
dian. . . . Another must deter- 
mine the fine point of whether 
dressed poultry in New York is 
a manufactured product or an 
agricultural commodity.

The ‘‘dead Indian’’ case is 
one of pathos and- importance:

His 
widow sought to bury him in the 
Iowa metropolis bearing the In- 
dian name—Sioux City. The 
“cemetery refused because John 
Rice was an Indian and not 
white. The widow sued, con- 
tending the restrictive clause 
violated the 14th Amendment. 


There are cases with more 
important sounds to them. Does 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist gov- 
ernment have immunity from suit 
without its consent? I think so. 
The court will determine. There 
are anti-trust cases, one of sedi- 
tion, fair trade, and so on. 

And, of course, there are the 
segregation cases on which ar- 
guments will be heard in De- 
cember. So far the court mere- 
ly has laid down a broad prin- 
ciple. It has said it is not con- 
stitutional to segregate on the 
basis of color. Some time next 
year it will hand down, direc- 
tional opinions in the cases be- 
fore it. There is a great hope 
the court will not attempt to fix 
any specific number of years, 
for nationwide com p|1i ance, 
since this obviously will require 
longer periods in some areas 
than others. There is a hope 
the court will 
faith and the need for time in 
which it may work. 


But no matter what the emo- 
tions, or the likes or dislikes, 
whatever the states do eventual- 
ly must come within the consti- 
tutional directives. There’ is only 
one alternative and that is se- 
cession by armed force. There- 
fore, every state should be seek- 
ing to avoid violence in word or 
deed anti to find a way to live 
within the Constitution.

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Europe Has Choice 


To Unite or Perish 


Signing of the London agreement on 
rearming West Germany and bringing her 
into the family of free nations very well 
could be the action that has saved West- 
ern civilization. 

That is, of course, the optimistic view. 
There are still many snags to be cleared. 

First, the pact must be ratified by the 
various countries as treaties between 
them. There is no assurance that it will 
be approved without a fight in the French 
National Assembly. The de Gaullists and 
the Communists—the extreme right and 
the extreme left—again will team up. 

The new agreement is a compromise 
that satisfies most French fears about a 
rearmed Germany. At the same time, the 
Germans have the chance to regain full 
sovereignty. and the promise of full sup- 
port to reunite their country by peaceful 
means. 

Political integration, as the French de- 
manded, will be achieved through an en- 
larged Brussels Alliance while German 
military power will be harnessed to and 
controlled through NATO. 

For the first time Britain has turned 
its back on its traditional isolation from 
the European continent. It is a reversal of 
its “divide and rule” doctrine that worked 
against European integration and unity for 
centuries. 

Britain, France and Germany are fac- 
ing a situation, however, that has no his- 
torical precedent. They must unite in 
building an integrated community or die. 

The most striking reversal, of course, 
is that of West Germany. It is almost too 
much to hope that the Germans, who three 
times in the last century sent out their 
armies to overrun their neighbors, are 
ready now to try to get along with them. 
Bismarck, the Kaiser and Adolf Hitler 
led their people along paths that almost 
ended in Europe’s destruction. 

West Germany and a united Germany 
will be welcomed into the world of free 
nations, but not without misgivings. There 
will be a long period of trial—a period in 
which British and American troops, by 
German invitation, will remain within 
Germany. They will not be occupation 
troops, but their presence will serve as a 
constant reminder to France and Germany 
and to the Russians that a strong Western 

Yrope depends on unity. 

Western Europe has been given an- 
other chance. If history can reverse it- 
self, and it must if Western civilization 
is to survive, the age-old conflicts that 
have drenched Europe with the blood of 
successive generations of its finest youth 
will come to an end. 

And finally, Russian aggression will 
come to a halt and a strong bulwark 
to protect the center of Western political 
and military power—the United States— 
will have been erected.

Good Neighbor Policy 
Could Stand Retreading 


There will be another Inter-American 
conference next month. The locale will be 
Rio de Janeiro and the subjects under 
discussion will be economic. 

Delegates will be there from the United 
States and the various Latin American 
republics. Of the nations represented, 
only the United States may be said to have 
reached economic maturity. 

Economically, most of the Latin coun- 
tries are about where we were a century 
ago. And in many respects this time lag 
is true for their social structure too. Right 
now their great need is for capital to de- 
velop their natural resources, open their 
hinterlands to trade, and balance agricul- 
ture and the mining of raw materials with 
manufacturing. 

The United States already is active in 
loaning a helping hand via the Export- 
Import Bank. As a few examples, large 
sums have been loaned to Brazil for high- 
way and railroad construction; to Colom- 


bia for power development. aie. 


The sum total of United States aid t 
Latin America, however, is only a drop in 
the bucket compared with what those 
lands can use. | 

Economic progress in Latin America 
should .mean greater social and political 
stability there. The recent troubles with 
the Communists in Guatemala clearly 
showed the weaknesses in the internal 
structure of that land; weaknésses that 
are repeated again and again throughout 
the Southern Hemisphere. 

Asia is all but gone and Europe at best 
is 'a weak reed. Helping Latin America all 
we can should be one of the strongest 
points of our foreign policy. What helps 
our neighbors helps us, and the time may 
not be distant when the United States will 
need all the friends and assistance it can 
muster.

what would have happened to us if 
Franklin D. Roosevelt hadn't 
made the decision in connection 
with the development of the atom. 


Remember in July, 1939, five sci- 
entists wrote a confidential letter 
to Roosevelt, out of which grew 
the Manhattan Project. There was 
Einstein (German), Szilard, Teller 
and Wigner (Hungarians) and Fer- 
mi (Italian). Of course, at that 
time, America welcomed foreign- 
ers and was not afraid of scien- 
tists whose banishment was the 
greatest single piece of folly of the 
police states. But, ‘‘it’s an ill wind 
that blows no one good.’ It was 
to our great advantage. 


Today, men like these cannot 
enter America under the McCar- 
ran Act. . 


Recently, Princeton .and Co- 
lumbia invited Paul Dirac, Cam- 
bridge University professor and 
Nobel prize winner, to lecture 
this fall. But our own State De- 
partment said ‘‘no visa,”’ because 
Dirae attended a Soviet scientific 
meeting after the war. It is an- 
nounced the ban has now been lift- 
ed, but Dirac has made other 
plans.

The McCarthyites are anti-intel- 
lectual. although curiously enough 
a cult of pseudo-intellectualists 
seeking to justify McCarthyism in 
thesis-like books and articles has 
sprung up on the fringes of the Mc- 
Carthy movement in recent months. 

The recurring attacks on Har- 
vard, the very symbol of intellec- 
tualism, are a symptom of the new 
know-nothingism. 

So were the crude attempts by 
the Reece Committee to try to pin 
un-American labels on the great 
Rockefeller, Carnegie and Ford 
foundations. 

In a recent article in the New 
York Times Magazine Kenneth S. 
Davis, a Manhattan, Kansas, nov- 
elist and biographer, attempted to 
answer, in terms of 1954, a ques- 
tion first put by the late William 
Allen White in 1896. In an Em- 
poria Gazette editorial still to be 
found in collections of essays White 
asked: ‘‘What’s the Matter With 
Kansas?”’ 

Fifty-eight years ago White con- 
cluded that Kansas was too rad- 
ical. Today, writes Davis, ‘‘a smug 
conservatism”’ prevails. He adds: 

‘‘The economic man has become 
dominant. . . . There is a tacit as- 
sumption among our ruling elite 
that the proper major aim of all 
education, scientific research and 
cultural activity is the increase of 
private profits.

U.S. Has Rich Stake 


In Antarctic Region 


WASHINGTON— It is a fair assumption that 
Congress will be pleased by the announcement 
from the Summer White House that a naval ee 
expedition will go to the Antarctic, the vast, unknown 6,000,000- 
square-mile sabcontinent. 

Some members of Congress had expressed regret over the Presi- 
dent’s earlier decision not to press America’s territorial claims and 
further exploration of the potentially mineral-rich unexplored South 


Polar region. 

There is strong opinion not only 
within Congress but within the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government 
as well that the United States 
ought not lightly to pass up its 
interest in the Antarctic where 
seven countries, on a basis of less 
exploration than that by Ameri- 
cans, such as Adm. Richard E. 
Byrd and Capt. Finn Ronne, who 
commanded the 1947-48 expedition, 
are claiming areas of sovereignty, 
some overlapping. 

Congress’ interest in new Ant- 
arctic exploration is supported by 
the findings of a two-year study 
completed by the State, Defense, 
Interior and Commerce Depart- 
ments of the administration which 
unanimously recommended that 
the President take the same action 
that the Armed Services Commit- 
tee advocated. 

The most favored period for 
Antarctic exploration is now at 
hand because the beginning of au- 
tumn in our hemisphere is the be- 
ginning of spring in the Southern 
hemisphere. Rising temperatures, 
shorter nights, and ultimately the 
midnight sun make the south polar 
regions somewhat less forbidding 
than at other seasons. But despite 
much talk of a new American ex- 
pedition, none now appears in the 
making and: time is fast running

Unique in Country 


LOS ANGELES—There are two matters hard- 
ly in the category of issues that are giving Repub- 
licans trouble in their campaign here in California :

This is the argument, coming 
to be stressed more and more by 
Republican speakers, that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower needs a Republi- 
can Congress to avoid a ‘‘divided 
government” that might produce 
a stalemate between the executive 
and Congress.

Republicans report that they 
are having difficulty getting this 
liné of reasoning over to voters 
here in California. This is because 
of the traditional lack of empha- 
sis here on party and party la- 
bels encouraged by the cross-fil- 
ing system under which candi- 
dates can enter the primaries of 
both parties and win both nomi- 
nations, as has often happened. 
With the public generally, the 
emphasis was on men, rather 
than party. 

The cross-filing 


law recently 


was modified to require designa- 
tion of candidates by party, but 
the old modes of thinking persist, 
as Republicans are finding out in 
trying to preach the necessity of 
a Republican Congress for the 
President. 

The other matter that is 
plaguing Republican campaigners 
—here as elsewhere—is something 
that happened many months ago. 
This was the characterization of 
the Democratic Party as the ‘‘par- 
ty of treason” and of the Roose- 
velt-Truman regime as “twenty 
years of treason’’ by Senators Jen- 
ner (R-Ind) and McCarthy at Lin-

~ Auto Crowded? 
Not Like Ivan’s 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
Does your car ever get really crowded? 
Occasionally, you may answer. On a picnic, for instance, 
you, your wife and three children are joined by Gramma 
and Grampa, Auntie Maude and, of course, Rover and Tabby. 

And on the return trip Junior and his two sisters will 
probably add a frog, two lizards, a garden snake and couple 
of butterflies to the menagerie. 

But ordinarily, you say, the old buggy can be seen carrying 
no more than one or two passengers. 

That's enough, really, because there are plenty of cars to go 
around. In Metropolitan Atlanta, for instance, there is one auto 
for every three persons. 

Furthermore, if everyone in the United States suddenly 
decided to go riding at the same time, no vehicle would have 
ts haul more than three or four riders, according to the 34th 
edition, of Automobile Facts and Figures released Monday by 
the Automobile Manufacturers Assn. 

That's not very crowded (except maybe in a two-seater 
sports car). 

But take poor Ivan Petrovich over in Stalingrad. If all of 
the Soviet population were ‘‘transferred”’ to Siberia at one time, 
there would be precious little elbow room. j 

This is because Russia has only one motor vehicle for every 
74 Ivans, some of whom would have to go by truck because 
there are just 225,000 passenger cars in the entire USSR 
(compared to more than 180,000 in Fulton and DeKalb counties). 

And even if all of the Soviet cars were as big as America’s 
“Fishtail Eight” (which they aren’t), a lot of folks would have 
to walk. 

China, however, would be most crowded, for this ancient 
empire hag only one motor vehicle for every 5,800 potential 
travelers (which would make even Mao Tse-tung a capitalist if 
he had a chance to go into the shoe business).- 

Coming back to the United States (where it isn’t very 
crowded after all), the auto publication reveals that almost 
three-fourths of all the world’s passenger cars are registered in 
the 48 states. 

Some 848,514 of these are in Georgia (nearly four times the 
Soviet total), where 1953 registrations were 6 per cent ahead of 
the previous year) 

And as if to signify the progress of this state in recent years, 
passenger car registrations soared 83.7 per cent from 1941 through 
1953. That’s the eighth highest rate of gain in the entire nation 
and compares to the average gain for the United States of 56.6 
per cent. 

.There’s no doubt we'll continue to go places—on wheels.

As if to bear this out, the Atlanta Ford assembly plant Mon- 
day reported a record high production of 75,613 cars and trucks 
in the first nine months of 1954. This bettered the previous all- 
time nine-month high of 67,821 set a year ago.

Polyps of the rectum and co- 
lon are potentially dangerous be- 
cause they may become cancer- 
ous or cause obstruction. The 


possibility is not great but no | 


one likes to take a chance when 
a simple remedy is available. 


What do polyps look like? They 
vary in size and shape but the 
majority resemble ‘ miniature 
punching bags. 

Others look like small, slightly 
elevated nodules, and still oth- 
ers grow from the wall of the 
intestine as soft, velvety projec- 
tions.
